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Moore: I’ll never 
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trust you again 


St George’s Day

Author Alan Moore has unleashed a 
blistering attack on the county council 
via an open letter in today’s Herald 
and Post. 

It comes after a successful collabora¬ 
tion with the library service to inspire 
excluded students turned sour. 

Alan, author of worldwide bestsellers 
such as Watchmen and V for Vendetta, 
was invited to take part in the project 
by Ruth Gasson, an award winning 
youth literacy worker who has been 
named a National Literacy Hero in a 
ceremony at Clarence House. 

He accepted the invite because of his 
own background as an excluded pupil 
and threw himself into supporting it, 
leading sessions himself and lending it 
the name of his Northampton novel 
Voice of the Fire. 

However Ruth was suddenly removed 
from the prestige project after a com¬ 
plaint and it was then handed over to a 
group called Threshold to run. 

Ruth is now discussing her position 
with her union representative while co¬ 
operating with a county council inves¬ 
tigation into the complaint. In accord¬ 
ance with county council wishes she is 
not commenting on the situation. 

The nature of the complaint and who 
made it has not been made public. 

Alan, who praised the project and the 
way it was being run in the Herald and 
Post last month and had campaigned 
on behalf of the library service to pro¬ 
tect its funding, has now written the 
following letter: 


To whom it may concern, 

I apologise if the above seems imper¬ 
sonal, but since nobody has had either 
the courage or civility to tell me whom I 
should be speaking to, it’s the best I can 
do. 

Some months ago, at the request of 
youth library worker Ruth Gasson, I 
undertook to meet with kids excluded 
from education in an enterprise centred 
upon my involvement and named, after 
my Northampton-based novel, as the 
‘Voices of the Fire’ project. It was an 
incredible experience, and readers may 
recall my extravagant praise for the 
authorities concerned in this newspaper. 

This was before I learned (after visiting 
the library, as nobody had thought to 
notify me) that Ruth had been removed 
from both the project and her job for rea¬ 
sons no one would explain, and was fur¬ 
thermore forbidden to contact me. 
Through the Herald I made extremely 
polite requests for an explanation, only to 
be met with squirming silence. So let me 
explain where we are now: 

Unlike you, I and my work have a repu¬ 
tation. I can’t allow my name to be 
attached to underhand machinations or 
lowlife practices of any kind. You’ll 
understand that henceforth I will never 
again be able to trust you or any related 
body, including institutions like the 
library which are dear to me. In contrast 
to those badly let-down youngsters that I 
met, your behaviour is consistently to the 
detriment of this town and its people and 
I believe you are far superior candidates 
for exclusion. 

To that end, having had friends prevent¬

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ed from contacting me, I’d be grateful if 
no one connected to the project except 
those persons - along with the schools 
and pupils themselves, obviously - con¬ 
tacted me in future. Meanwhile, I hope 
somebody dimly comprehends what’s 
been irretrievably broken here.

The county council has issued the fol¬ 
lowing response: 


Here at Northamptonshire County 
Council, and in the library services we 
provide, we pride ourselves on being 
fully open and transparent in our deal¬ 
ings with customers, partners and the 
public in general. Indeed we have a 
national reputation for such transpar¬ 
ency and openness. 

There are times however that we can¬ 
not be as open as we would otherwise 
be. This is where the subject matter 
demands we act with sensitivity and 
with confidentiality. 

As a result, in this situation we have 
not been able to keep Mr Moore 
fully informed. Needless to say that 
we therefore find accusations of 
‘low-life practices’ and ‘under-hand 
machinations’ deeply offensive and 
inappropriate. 

We have and will continue to try to 
contact Mr Moore to speak with him 
on this matter.

Reporter Lawrence John talks to a 
woman HGV driver who overcame 
‘sexism’ to be nominated as one of 
the best female drivers in the UK 



A HGV driver from 
Northamptonshire could be 
described as the Queen of the 
Highway. 

When Rachel Garlick from 
Wellingborough first started work 
she had to fight sexism from male 
drivers who told her she should not 
be in the job. 

She began her career in 2003 when 
she was 21 and spent 18 months 
developing her driving skills 
through departmental cross train¬ 
ing while completing her NVQ Level 
2 Goods Vehicle qualification. 

Over the last eight years Rachel 
has worked for DHL and this year is 
one of the finalists in the Driver of 
the Year category in the FTA 
Everywoman Transport and 
Logistics awards. 

Prior to becoming a driver Rachel 
worked in a warehouse and it was 
while watching a HGV being 
revered she got the idea that it could 
be the job for her. 

She said: “When I first started 11 
years ago it was a very male domi¬ 


nated business. There were a lot of 
male drivers who told me to my face 
I should not be doing this job. 

“But I saw no reason at all why I 
should not. 

“I just kept telling myself to go for 
it and not to let those comments 
influence me. 

“A number of older women tell me 
they wish they had done what I had 
done and regret not doing this job. 

“Eleven years down the line the 
industry has changed. 

“I knew I could overcome the 
comments as it lasted 10 minutes 
and I’d spend 12 hours in my cab. 

“I work Monday to Friday and on 
average do about 1,000 miles a 
week. 

“One of the most enjoyable 
aspects of the time is driving in 
good weather when I get to see the 
beautiful countryside and fantastic 
sun rises. 

“The one thing this job has taught 
me is to be patient. I have not got a 
satnav but I have maps on my 
phone which I can use to find my 
way. 

“I also have a bridge map which 
tells me what height each bridge in 
the country is and how to avoid 
them. My trailer is 16ft and I never 
want to make that call to say I am 
stuck under a bridge. 

“The worst aspect of the job is 
when it is raining and I end up 
getting wet and cold and driving in 
fog which can be challenging. 

“I do not listen to CDs -1 tune into 
Radio 2 for the day.” 

Rachel’s vehicle checks, risk 


assessments, route notes and load 
presentation have been consistently 
at 100 per cent for eight years. 

Safety is her number one priority 
and she has never had an accident 
or near miss at DHL 

Rachel has a 100 per cent on time 
delivery record and when there 
have been exceptional circum¬ 
stances beyond her control (such as 
delays on the motorway) that 
impact her delivery route, she will 
take the helm by contacting the 
transport office and implementing 
a safe and suitable contingency 
plan so service levels and product 


availability at stores are not impact¬ 
ed. Rachel added: “I very rarely get 
to meet other female drivers but 
they are out there. 

““Every time before I go out on the 
road I go through a safety proce¬ 
dure. 

“I check the vehicle is safe to go 
out, I fill in all the paper work and 
all this takes 30 minutes. 

“I then make sure I know the route 
and then get ready to leave. 

“I try to avoid service stations as I 
prefer to enjoy peace and quiet, 
especially at lunchtime in laybys for 
my break.”

Unsurprisingly the National Lift Tower is the 
tallest building in town at 127 metres. 
Previously called The Express Lift Tower, 
the structure off Weedon Road was 
officially opened by The Queen on 
Novembers, 1982. 


St Matthew’s Church is the second tallest 
building, standing at 52 metres. 

It is a parish of the Church of England in 
the diocese of Peterborough and was con¬ 
secrated on St Matthew’s Day, September 
21,1893. 


Northampton House, standing at 46 metres 
tall with 13 floors, is the third tallest 
building. The high rise block of flats is 
located in the town centre next to the soon- 
to-be demolished Greyfriars bus station. 


The Carlsberg brewery chimney makes 
the building the fourth tallest structure in 
town at 45 metres. The plant itself has even 
more interesting numbers, such as it has a 
capacity to produce 60,000 bottles of beer 
an hour! 


Beaumont Court is a high-rise block of flats 
standing at 35 metres tall, making it the 
fifth tallest. 

The building was opened in 1962 and has 
12 floors.

A traveller who persuaded an 
elderly dementia sufferer to 
drop off large wads of cash at 
a bus stop or in a layby was 
jailed on Tuesday for four 
and a half years. 

Francis Doherty, 36, his 
brother Hughie and their 
brother-in-law David Young, 
conned their 84-year-old 
victim out of £73,500 - most 
of her life savings. 

The men were caught when 
her bank manager became 
suspicious as they tried to 
extract another £15,000 from 


the widow, who lived alone in 
the village of Blunham in 
Bedfordshire. 

The Doherty brothers, 
from Northants, 
claimed they played 
no part in the theft 
of the money and 
made their living 
breeding a horse 
known as the Gypsy 
Cob, but were 
convicted by a jury at 
Luton Crown Court. 

Judge Stuart Bridge jailed 
Francis Doherty to four and a 
half years. 

Last month he sentenced 
father-of-six Hughie Doherty 


to a total of five years. He 
jailed father one Young, a 
ground worker who had 
spent 11 months on 
remand in custody, 
to three and a half 
years. 

He said: “The 
fragile mental 
state of the 
victim was 
perfectly appar¬ 
ent. It was an auda¬ 
cious fraud, careful¬ 
ly planned and callous¬ 
ly executed. You realised she 
was easy prey. You were insa¬ 
tiable and carried on taking, 
taking and taking,”

A revenge porn law

A social media expert at the 
University of Northampton 
believes if a law was intro¬ 
duced to stop ‘revenge porn’ 
then no celebrity sex tapes 
would ‘accidentally’ be 
leaked. 

Emma Rose thinks it is 
fundamentally important to 
protect the general 
public and not just 
the rich and 
famous. 

A number of 
online support 
groups in this 
country have seen 
an increase in the 
amount of revenge 
porn cases it is having 
to deal with. 

Revenge porn is when a 
relationship breaks down 
and someone uploads 
sexually explicit images or 
footage of their ex-partner 
online, without consent. 

It is intended to cause as 
much misery and distress as 
possible. 

In the USA, New Jersey, 
California, Texas and Utah 
have laws which address the 
conduct involving the use of 
explicit material without the 
consent of the pictured 
person. 


States including Hawaii, 
Wisconsin, Maryland and 
New York are considering 
similar legislation. 

In this country, the 
National Stalking Helpline, 
Women’s Aid and the UK 
Safer Internet Centre are all 
dealing with these type of 
incidents and are calling for 
laws to be introduced to 
protect people’s rights. 

In the UK certain privacy 
and harassment laws can be 
applied if a person commits 


more than one offence 
against their ex-partner. 
Emma said: “Scotland seems 
to be set to become the first 
place in the UK likely to 
make revenge porn illegal. 

“It is fast becoming illegal 
in a number of states in the 
USA. 

“The issue in these cases is 
consent and consent was not 
given when it came to 
putting these pictures on the 
internet. 

“If courts can protect

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people’s identities in high 
profile cases then they 
should be able to start 
getting people protected 
when it comes to revenge 
porn.” 

She added: “If you have the 
same for everyone else then 
it would mean there would 
be no more accidental 
release of sex tapes and no 
sexual images of them. 

“There needs to be a law at 
the sharp end which would 
stop allowing these images 


to be shared.” Commenting 
on revenge porn, a police 
spokesman said: “Though 
it’s not a big problem in 
Northampton-shire we are 
aware of it and we advise 
people to think very care¬ 
fully about sharing intimate 
secrets and photographs. 

“Therefore we strongly 
advise caution before 
making intimate videos or 
sharing intimate photo¬ 
graphs. 

“People need to be aware

that these could turn up In 
the public domain and this 
can have devastating conse¬ 
quences. 

“They also need to remem¬ 
ber that once they are on the 
internet, they are there for¬ 
ever.” 

To try to stop ‘revenge 
porn’ in the UK, Heather 
Robinson, a law student at 
York University, has 
launched an online 
petition. 

So far she has gathered 
2,500 signatures but needs 
100,000 to spark a parlia¬ 
mentary debate. 

Heather became a victim 
herself when a fellow 
student found explicit 
pictures of her had been 
uploaded onto Facebook 
and a revenge porn website.

Jim Mallinder knows that his 
Northampton Saints side must 
get past a team who are bang in 
form if they are to reach a 
European final tomorrow, but he 
insists that he would not have it 
any other way.

Northants slip to huge defeat at Yorkshire 


Northamptonshire were given a 
harsh lesson in the realities of top 
flight four day cricket as they 
crashed to a huge defeat against 
Yorkshire in their second LV= 
County Championship Division 
One game of the season. 

After a heroic last wicket stand 
between Rob Newton and 
Azharullah salvaged a draw in the 
season curtain raiser at home to 
defending champions Durham last 
week, David Ripley’s promoted side 
were beaten by an innings and 120 
runs by the white rose county. 

Yorkshire batted first at their 
home of Headingley and declared 
on 459-9 with England test cap 


Gary Ballance making a superb 174 
before he was trapped LBW by 
Andrew Hall. 

Opener Alex Lees also contribut¬ 
ed with 90 before he too fell LBW to 
Hall, who ended up as the pick of 
Northamptonshire’s bowling 
attack with figures of 4-103. 

In the end eight of the Yorkshire 
wickets to go were LBW dismissals, 
with only first in Adam Lyth, who 
was caught by wicket-keeper David 
Murphy off Azharullah, given out 
in another manner. 

Northants had no response to 
Yorkshire’s hefty score as they were 
skittled for a dismal 94 after just 30 
overs of cricket. 

Matt Spriegel’s unbeaten 29 was 
the best effort with the bat as nine 
of his colleagues failed to make it 


into double figures. Former 
England pace-man Ryan 
Sidebottom finished with superb 
figures of 4-16 and Jack Brooks 


helped himself to 5-36 as the visi¬ 
tors were rolled over to give them a 
mountain to climb in the match. 

They did manage to show fight in 
their second innings after being 
asked to follow on, but were even¬ 
tually bowled out for 245 as 
Yorkshire claimed a huge victory. 

Opener James Middlebrook, pic¬ 
tured, made 63 as Northants put on 
113 for the loss of just one wicket, 
but Sidebottom (3-34) and Brooks

Darren Carter admitted that he 
was ‘sickened’ after the Cobblers 
missed the chance to move out of 
the League Two relegation zone on 
Easter Monday. 

A point against Portsmouth at 
Sixfields would have been enough 
to lift Northampton into a safe 
position for the first time since 
September but a revitalised 
Pompey came away as 1-0 winners. 

Town piled on the pressure but 
their problem was a familiar one - 
being unable to score - and they 
remain in the dreaded bottom two 
with just two matches to play. 

If there was any consolation it 
was that Wycombe Wanderers and 
Bristol Rovers both lost as well, 
meaning the trio of clubs are all on 
47 points with the Cobblers the 
worst off of the three due to an infe¬ 
rior goal difference. 

Teams in loftier positions also 
remain in trouble but all this sim¬ 
ply highlights what a missed 
opportunity the Portsmouth game 
was for Chris Wilder’s men. 

“We’ve had a couple of opportuni¬ 
ties [to climb out of the relegation 
zone] now and Portsmouth was a 
massive one for us,” said midfielder 
Carter. “It’s sickening, it really is, to 
come away with nothing from the 
game. 

“We wanted to get points on the 
board and get out of the bottom 
two. 

“We did enough to at least get a 


point, in the last 20 minutes they 
were hanging on but it wouldn’t fall 
for us.” 

The Cobblers drew 1-1 on Good 
Friday in their massive six pointer 
at Wycombe - and travel to mid¬ 
table Dagenham & Redbridge this 
Saturday. 

To make matters more interest¬ 
ing, Wycombe will be hosting 
Bristol Rovers which means Town’s 
fate remains in their own hands as 
it won’t be possible for both of their 
rivals to pick up three points. 

It also means that three points in 
east London will be enough to lift 
the Cobblers out of the drop-zone 


regardless of the result in 
Buckinghamshire. 

“There are two games to go and 
it’s in our hands,” said Carter. 

“With Wycombe playing Bristol 
Rovers it’s another opportunity for 
us, and we’ve got to take this one. 

“Games are running out but it’s a 
massive game for us this week at 
Dagenham. The onus is on us to go 
and get a result.” 

Cobblers will finish the season a 
week on Saturday at home to 
Oxford United - an intriguing fix¬ 
ture as the U’s are the club boss 
Wilder surprisingly left for Sixfields 
in January following Aidy 


Boothroyd’s sacking. Oxford were 
in a play-off spot at the time of his 
departure - making Wilder’s switch 
to a relegation threatened club 
questionable - but they have 
slipped out of contention under 
new boss Gary Waddock and now 
look set to miss out on the top 
seven. 

Wycombe will travel to bottom 
club Torquay United who still have 
slim hopes of survival after 
Monday’s win 2-1 over Exeter City, 
which dragged their Devon rivals 
back into danger. Bristol Rovers 
host mid-table Mansfield for their 
last game of the season.

Another day, another relegation six-pointer 
for Northampton as they faced Portsmouth at 
Sixfields. But a match which started with 
away fans chanting “Play up Pompey” ended 
with the Shoe Army murmuring “Stay up 
Cobblers” after a 1-0 defeat. 

AndyAwford’s Pompey took the lead after just 
six minutes with ex-Cobbler Danny East steal¬ 
ing in front of Matt Duke to send a dinked vol¬ 
ley over the keeper and into the net. After that 
it was all Cobblers and the Portsmouth defence 
should consider a plumbing supplies business 
given how they had the kitchen sink thrown at 
them. 

Chris Wilder chose a similar 3-4-1-2 wing- 
back system to the one played at Wycombe 
with Darren Carter coming in for Ian Morris 
and Chris Hackett replacing Alan Connell in 
the free role. Pompey boss Awford made six 
changes from the side that beat Bristol Rovers 


as Patrick Agyemang started up front, Wes 
Fogden in midfield and Joe Devera in defence. 

Perhaps the extent of the Pompey personnel 
changes affected the Cobblers as they were all 
at sea against their coastal opponents in the 
early skirmishes. The away team targeted the 
Northampton right hand side made vulnerable 
by Leon McSweeney’s forays forwards. It takes 
some going for the weighty Agyemang to beat 
his defender for pace but the ex-Wimbledon 
forward fed on hesitancy in the home defence 
to lay off balls in the Cobblers’ box. It was this 
dithering that let in East for his volleyed goal, 
sending the large Pompey support potty. 

Yet, after notching, there was a definite shift 
down the gears from the boys in blue and it was 
Northampton’s wing-back set-up that proved 
more effective. Evan Horwood is the most 
capable of Wilder’s recent defensive signings 
and the southpaw sent in a beauty of a cross 
which Emile Sinclair merely had to guide past 
Trevor Carson. Yet the Northampton striker 
developed a case of turtle neck with his head 
disappearing into his shoulders and the ball 
rolling clear. Sinclair has become a scape-goat 
for the shot-shy Cobblers but the forward failed 
to win a single headed challenge in four or five 
attempts and ran down more blind alleys than 
the Jack the Ripper detectives. 

Northampton kept on pressing however and 
both John Marquis and Darren Carter could 


have had goals when advancing into similar 
tight positions in the left hand corner of 
Carson’s six yard box. First Marquis fired at the 
Pompey stopper and then centre midfielder 
Carter burst through before Carson saved and 
the rebound was blocked by Daniel Alfei. 
Hackett too might have scored when sending a 
curling shot marginally wide after cutting in 
from the left wing. 

Whereas at Wycombe Wilder was unable to 
make any impact with his substitutions, the 
Cobblers’ gaffer acted quickly to address his 
side’s failure in front of goal as Ivan Toney 
replaced the forlorn Sinclair at half time. 
Whilst Sinclair has his critics, he also has his 
supporters but they were soon quietened when 
the eighteen year-old Toney won his first head¬ 
er and outdid the outgoing Sinclair in one fell 
swoop. Toney also showed Sinclair how to 
make runs through the centre and the youth 
academy product almost got on the score-sheet 
with a header on forty-eight minutes. 

Yet the fact that Wilder had to turn to an 
eighteen-year-old tells its own story and the 
forward picked up a novicey booking moments 
after coming on. Then on sixty-five minutes, 
Toney, who at sixteen became the youngest 
ever player for the Cobblers, missed a glorious 
chance for an equaliser as he scuffed a shot 
into the dirt and over after Hackett had found 
him free in the Pompey box. Northampton 


maintained a relentless rhythm and had 
another prime chance to score when Marquis 
pounced on a Sonny Bradley hospital ball back 
to Carson but the keeper spread himself Peter 
Schmeichel starfish style to deny Millwall man 
Marquis. 

While the Cobblers can be relentless at press¬ 
ing the ball it means little if they fail in front of 
goal and Portsmouth could have sealed the 
match when midfielder Jed Wallace advanced 
on the break with only Duke to beat. The 
England Under-19 man powered a strong shot 
at the Cobblers’ keeper who blocked the ball 
with his chest and out to safety. 

Kelvin Langmead has only just recovered 
from a knee injury but is now used as a batter¬ 
ing ram and the defender was slung into action 
with nine minutes remaining. Langmead’s 
introduction was apt on a day when head and 
kick football prevailed over technical guile, 
yet, despite throwing himself about, the stand- 
in target-man could not breach the Portsmouth 
defences as the match ended in painful defeat 
for the Cobblers. 

The club from the naval city may have gone 
from Premiership to Championship (and 
lower) but for sinking ship Cobblers, abandon 
ship might be the next cry. They’ll have to keep 
their head above water in upcoming games 
with Dagenham and Oxford and hope Bristol 
Rovers and Wycombe go under.
